To-day, counsel summed up on behalf of 
tho impugnants and* promovants reapect- 
ively. The Attorney General, for the im- 
pugnants, first’ dealt. with the naturo and 
extent of the danger to which the ship was 
exposed by the firv, Ono danger was that 
uf the fire spreading aft: beyond tho aft. 
bulkheads, and thus communicating itsolf 
to the cargo in the after hold. ‘This might 
have happened in two: ways. . One. was by 
tho aft iron butkhead, which extended from 
the. bottom of the ship to the top of the 
deck of the amidship’s house, becoming so 
heated that fire might have’ been com- 
municated to the stringor planks of the spar 
deck and thus tothe cargo. Another was by 
the fire getting through the sido hatches 
into the coal bunkers, and thns~ Jatter- 
ly communicating the fire to the cargo 
through the overheated bulkhead. ‘The 
danger of the first thing happoning was 
very stall, ‘Tho water appliancos brought 
to bear on that: part of the ship though 
not. of ‘an extensive charactor were quite 
sufficient to cheque-the fire: long before it 
reached'the aft bulkhead, . With regard to 
tho second danger, as a matter of fact the 
firehever got to the coals throughtho after” 
side hatches of tho bunkers. Thero “was 
also this to ‘bo taken into account. — From 
the bunker hatches to. the vaft’ bulkhead, 
there was 'a apace of 22 feet. Theso would 
thus be 22 feet of coal to burn.through he- 
fore it sould heat the aft: hulkhoad,” and 
before’ that’ ‘could have’ ogeurred, ~ thers 


wonld ‘have been ample time to remove tho” 


cargo from danger and, take’ other precan- 
tions, “Tho dangers forward wera ‘those of 
tho spar deck catching fire from the fur- 
ward iron bulkhead bacoming overheated, 
or from sparks, and there Was also the dan- 
gor of the coals. in the cross bunker catch- 
ing fire.’
